‘Scandalous Exaction by Police: 
When Concessions Go 


From 4 Conamsronvext 
Tientsin, Feb. 
The hazards attending the cor 
duct of any enterprise in territory 
ander Chinese jurisdiction are 
strikingly revealed by the exper 
jences of a local theatre. ‘The 
Olympic ‘Theatre in Tientsin is 
situated in the former Russian 
Concession. ‘The property is own- 
ed by a Greck, and the building is 
leased to a Chinese Company which 
‘employs a Greek manager. For 
seven years this theatre has been 
showing a film programme nightly, 
varied by occasional visits of for- 
eign. theatrical companies, and 
performances by the local Amateur 
Dramatic Club. On the top floor 
are a Cafe and a roof garden, which 
hhave been used almost con! 
for dancing in 
theatre and café 
for which they have been paying 
$40 to $60 a month, from the local 
Chinese potice. 


Police Oppression 


Last month the local Amateur 
Dramatic Club staged “Tons of 
Money,” in aid ofa hospital for 
Chinese in Tientsin. This was the 
third show it had’ put on during 
the winter. On the morning of the 
third and final performance the 
Chinese police called upon the 
management, alleged that the per- 
formnce of a play was a violation 
cof the terms of its licence, that it 
hhad no right to run a cafe, as danc- 
ing is not permitted on’ Chineso 
territory, and instructed the clos- 
ing of the latter forthwith. The 
manager pointed out that numbers 
of tickets had been issued for he 
café that evening, and suggested 
that if it were to be clored the 
police themselves should undertake 
that unpleasant duty. This they 
proposed to do, until, when about 
to carry out their threat they found 
40 large a crowd of foreigners pro- 
sent that they considered it "in 
advisable to take immediate action, 
Next morning, however, a police 
Jeordon was placed round the Wuild- 
ing, and all patrons were prevented. 
from entering. Simultaneously the 
proprietors were ealled upon to pay 
$2,000 as a fine for their breach 
of the polide respilations. The 
theatre remained closed for fifteen 
days, and its reopening was only 
‘eventually secured by the payment 
fn eash of the amount demanded 
(for which no receipt was given) 
ind the signature of a document 
admitting that the terms of the 
Hieenee had been violated. 


Rank Blackmail 
‘There is nothing whatever in the 
licence which the lessees of the 
theatre took, out, to prevent thea 
trical performances or the operation 
of a café. The latter, as already 
mentioned, has seen running almost 
continuously for seven years past, 
Theatrical performances of one 
oF another have taken place at least 
a dozen times every year. Bat the 
nroprictors, owing to the fact that 
they do not possess extraterritorial 
rights, have no option but to sub- 
mit to police blackmail if they want 
to continue business, and to avoid 
further persceution they have had 
to appeal to the local Press to re-

Last week the Editor of the 
rth China Star," an American 
Paper published in Enzlish, in the 
French Concession, received a curt 
notice from the Post Office stati 
that under orders of the 
of Communieations his paper woud, 
from now onrard, he barred from 
the mails. No explanation of this 
action was given. No complaint of 
any kind had been mado either to the 
American or the French authorities, 
‘The journal, which seldom ex:

fers. Yet without legal action, of 
‘any formal complaint, and appar 
cently at the whim of some Nanking: 
official, it has been deprived of the

FATAL ACCIDENTS ON

Collisions Between Steamers and 
Cargo Boats

Democrat. He saw how, those 
diverse, seattered English co'onies 
could be united in a nation, In 1787 
ho threw all his energies into 
forming of the too-looscly federated 
states a Central Government strong 
enough to make a nation. That 
was the keynote of his Presidency, 
laboring toward the national co 
ception. He would not permit 
Genet to conscript men for France 
nor let America be used as a cats- 
paw for France. 

Washington was the one man 
who could bind up the colonies, 
and slowly the nation evolved, So 
with democracy: he was indignai 
when one of his colonels suggested 
that he be made king, and bade him 
never again to speak of such x 
thing. He believed in the 
sovereignty of the people. Hi: was 
a gentleman, far from believing 
that breeding, birth and education 
made no difference; but also he 

















was a democrat, as much of a 
democrat as Lincoln. 
“He believed in tho Manifest 


destiny of Amorica; that God had 
8 purpose and a mission for the 
new country. Through the war, 
and — through Presidency, 
Washington believed that God was 
using the United States, to carry 
Liberty to the worid. The United 
States stands by certain ideals and 
God has used her to carry out those 
ideals. 

“When we stand and view the 
great white shaft of the Washington 
monument, standing in lonely 
grandeur, we know that it is com- 
posed of stones from every State 
in tho Union. As we look at that 
we feel that no more fitting! 
monument to George Washington 
could be. He did stand in majestic 
solitude, because he was the peerless 
eader of the American nation.”

‘What Is a Famine’ 
To this end a famine was defined 
some years ago as 1 state of gencral 
dlestitution over a wide area resulting| 
from natural calamities—droughts, 
earthquakes, floods, insect pests, and 
0 forth—and not from political 
conditions which the Chinese author- 
ities could and should have remedied. 
Where a natural calamity comes on. 
top of politieal conditions that have 
Grained a poor community dry of| 
ity and material reserves, the| 
natural ealamity is naturally not to| 
be considered the primary cause 
of distress nor the principal cause, 
and such 2 famine is not technically 
a “faraine” at all 
Scientific famine relief now almost| 
Invariably takes the form of famine,
